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Although the trade of NATO countries with China has been small, it con- 
tinues to grow slowly in the case of most NATO countries, and it is important 
to China. 

During the 1985-88 period (see Table I), the combined imports of all 
NATO countries from China, as a percentage of the NATO members' total 
imports, rose from 0.7 percent in I985 and I986 to 0.9 percent in 1987 and 
1 .0 percent in 1 988. Exports dropped from 1 .1 percent in 1985 to 0.9 per- 
cent in 1986 and 0.8 percent in 1987, but rose again to 0.9 percent in 1988. 

Imports of the European NATO countries rose from 0.4 percent of their 
total imports in 1985 to 0.5, 0.6, and 0.7 percent during the next three years. 
Their exports to China, as a percentage of their total exports, dropped slightly 
from 0.8 percent in I985 and 1986 to 0.7 percent in 1987 and 1988. 

Table II shows imports and exports by Individual countries. Between 
I985 and I988, eight of the European NATO countries imported in any year 
from China more than 0.4 of a percentage point of their total imports: Den- 
mark, 0.6 percent in I985, 0.9 percent in I986, 1.0 percent in 1987, and 1.2 
percent in 1988; France, 0.5 percent in 1985 and I986, 0.7 percent in 1987,

In one or more of the four years, eight European 
NATO countries sent more than 0.6 percent of their 
total exports to China: Denmark, 0.7 percent in 1987; 
France, 0.8 percent in 1985; the FRG, 1.2 percent in 
1985 and 1986 and 0.9 percent in 1987 and 1988; 
Greece, 1.0 percent in I985; Italy, 1,0 percent in 1985 
and 1986. 0.9 percent in 1 987, and 1 .0 percent in 1 988; 
Spain, 2.0 percent in I985 (the highest percentage 
of any European country during the four-year period), 
1 .2 percent in 1 986, and 0.8 percent in 1 987; Turkey, 
1.6 percent in 1986, 1.0 percent in 1987, and 1.8 
percent in 1988; and the United Kingdom, 0.7 percent 
in 1986. 

Canada's imports during the four years rose 
from 0.4 percent in 1985 to 0.5 percent in 1986 and 



0.7 percent in 1987 and 1988. Exports were 1.1 per- 
cent in I985, 0.9 percent tn I986, 1,2 percent in 1987, 
and 1.9 percent in 1988. 

US trade with China increased tor imports from 
1 . 1 percent in 1 985 to 1 .3, 1 .6, and 1 ,9 percent during 
the following three years. Imports totaled $8.5 billion 
in 1988, compared with $6.3 billion in 1987. Exports 
amounted to $5.0 billion in 1988 (1.6 percent of total 
US exports, up from 1 .4 percent in 1 986 and 1987, but 
down from 1 .8 percent in 1 985). Exports of US agricul- 
tural goods to China amounted to $759 million. 

For the period January through September 1 989, 
compared with the same period in 1988, US exports 
to China, as a percentage of total US exports, in- 
creased from 1 .5 percent in I988 to 1 .7 percent in 1 989, 
or from $3.6 billion to $4.5 billion.
